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tracts. There are many important topics which he omitted and in 
the preface to the fourth edition of his work he expresses the hope 
of "filling in the gaps" at some future time. The present edition, 
however, by Prof. Williston supplies the missing topics and fully 
discusses those which were inadequately treated by the learned 
English author. Many valuable notes have been added, so that Prof. 
Williston's work now constitutes a complete and thorough treatise 
on contracts for American lawyers. Few if any men in this country 
are as well prepared to write on the subject of contracts as Prof. 
Williston. His notes are not mere collection of cases but the state- 
ments of their effect. For the last fifteen years he has taught the 
law of contracts at Harvard Law School and has attained a national 
reputation as an authority on the subject. He is the draftsman of 
the uniform Sales Act, which is soon to be proposed by the Com- 
missioners on Uniform State Laws for the adoption by the several 
States. As to Sir Frederick Pollock, who wrote the original edition 
of the work, he is generally considered as holding the highest rank 
as a law writer both in America and England, and Prof. Wald, whose 
notes are also collected in the present edition, was one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of Ohio and was for many years dean of the Cincinnati 
Law School and instructor in the law of contracts. Such a combina- 
tion of authors makes the work one of peculiar value.

The publishers of this work are making gratifying progress to- 
wards its completion. Its strong point of advantage over any other 
similar work has been that it has combined under one topic all 
matters of substantive law and procedure. Its great drawback has 
been the fact that the series is so far from co npletion. While the 
profession has no right to complam of the rapidity with which the 
volumes are being issued, yet the usefulness of the work would be 
greatly enhanced if the field of the law was more completely covered 
by it. We presume, however, it will not be long before the lawyer 
can consult "Cyc" on any subject. Perhaps the most important sut)- 
ject discussed in Volume 19 is Fire Insurance, to which more than 
four hundred pages are devoted, and each page contains more than 
two pages of an ordinary text-book. The subject is treated by Asso- 
ciate Justice Enilin McClain of the Supreme Court of Iowa. Foreign 
Co porations is another one of the important subjects discussed. This 
article is written by the late Seymour D. Thompson, so well known 
as an authority on corporations. Factors and Brokers is the title 
of the subject treated by Ernest H. Wells and Lewis L. Hammon. 
More than two hundred pages are devoted to this important sub- 
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ject. Judge E. A. Jaggard, LL. D., author of Jaggard on Torts, an 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of Minnesota, and Professor 
in the Minnesota College of Law, is the author of the extensive treat- 
ment of the subject of False Imprisonment. 

Among the other important topics discussed are False Persona- 
tion, False Pretenses, and Forcible Entry and Detainer. Thus we 
find in the compass of one volume a large number of exhaustive text- 
books by writers of established reputation.

This book, like those on Corporate Organization and Corporate 
Management heretofore issued by Mr. Conyngton, is intensely prac- 
tical in substance and arrangement. All of the author's books seem 
to be intended not so much as discussions of principles but as guides 
in the every day transaction of business. They are such books as a 
lawyer needs at his elbow for ready reference. In this day when the 
tendency is constantly from partnership and individual effort to 
corporate organization one would at first thought be surprised that 
the author should publish a book on this subject. When, however, 
it is remembered that the great majority of business enterprises are 
still conducted as partnerships, the need for such a work will at once 
be readily recognized, especially in view of the fact that it is a subject 
to which the more recent text writers have not turned their attention. 
The work is divided into the following general heads: First, The 
Nature of Partnership Relations; second. The Organization of Part- 
nerships; third. The Conduct of Business; fourth. The Termination; 
fifth, a most practical and helpful chapter on Transforming Partner- 
ship Into a Corporation, a procedure now so frequent. The last 
fifty pages of the book are devoted to forms and precedents, from 
a study of which great aid may be derived in the drafting of any 
paper relating to partnership affairs.
